ASCENSION ISLAND - Whether you are a CW buff or an SSB adherent, in any band from 28 
to 3.5 MHz, there will be a ZD8 to satisfy your need. On CW: ZD8CD, Chris - ZD8&DO, 
Dave - ZD8EW, Eric - ZD8RR, Roy and ZD8TM, Tom. ON SSB: ZD8AB, Al - ZD8AWG, 
Andy - ZD8KF, Earl and ZD8PA, Paul. 

CHAD - Please! Don't ever let it be known that your DXCC lacks TT on 20. TT85SM, Jack, 
is in there almost every day from 2000 UTC, sometimes for 4 or 5 hours, still rockbound 
near 14,237 KHz. QSL via WB500E is quick-quick! 


COOK ISLANDS - ZK1BA nightly after 0400 UTC and ZK1DR on Tuesdays after 0500 UTC. 
Bothan the 14,260 to 14,285 KHz segment. 
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Cee ere oelikes 14,220 KHz most days from 2000 UTC. QSL to Box 2134, Libreville. 


MADEIRA ISLANDS - CT3BQ (OZ1iLO) will be active 9-22 Aug., CW, 10 thru 80 meters, 
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MARCUS ISLAND - JAIIEV and JA8AON will be QRV with JD1 suffixes for about 3 months 
beginning next week, Principally a much needed CW operation, they will be giving a lot of 
attention to European and East Coast USA DxXers on 1.9, 7 and 14 MHz. QSL via JA8JL. 
Aiso, KA6KJ sends word confirming his plans to be there from 18 to 25 August for an all - 
bands CW and SSB attack using 3 1KW rigs and 2-element quads. 

MOROCCO - CN8CW, who is usually near 14,220 KHz for a few hours beginning at 1800 
UTG, has started to seek new pastures on 21,400 KHz from 2200 UTC. Bill is also giving

KHz after 0001 UTC for 
three or four hours, UI8AAX, anywhere between 14,026 and 14,040 KHz after 0001 UTC. 
UK6KAA marks 14,021 KHz from 0200 UTC. 
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MORE CW - Spot A7XA in Qatar near 14,057 KHz daily from 2000 to 2030 UTC. QSL via 
DJ9ZB. OD5LX in Lebanon moves between 14,003 and 14,030 KHz nearly every day from 


0100 to 0200 UTC, P29EJ in Papua-New Guinea stays near 14, 035 KHz after 0800 UTC. 
SU's on CW have not been too plentiful but now you can snag OH6NO/U on 14, 005 every 
time your clock reaches 2330 UTC. St. Helena Island, with ZD7PV, is a regular dweller 
on 21, 033 KHz after 2000 UTC. QSL to Box 8, Jamestown. Even SV1DO is pounding brass 
these days - 14,040 KHz from 2130 UTC. QSL to 14 Diacoy St., Athens 457.
